The Teachability of Oysters.; ,;.,

It is common to quote the oyster as tho low- 


est example of stupidity, or ahsonco of any- 
thing mental, aud, as it is a heedless creature, 
the accusation might not seem wholly un- 
founded. Yet the oyster is not such a fool but 
that it can learn by experience, for Dicquo- 
maae asserts that if it be taken from a depth 
never uncovered by the sea, it opens its shell, 
lusoa the water within and perishes. But oys- 
ters taken from the same depth, if kept m 
reservoirs whoro they are occasionally left un- 
covered for a short time, learn to keep their 
shells closed, and then live for a much louger 
time when taken out of the water. 
. 
Tho fact is also stated by Bingloy, and is 


now turned to practical account in the so-called 
"oyster-schools" of France. 
The distance 


from the coast to Paris being too great for the 
newly dredged oysters to travel without open- 
ing their shells, they arc first taught m tho 
schools to boar a longer and longer exposure 
to tho air without gaping, and when their edu- 
cation in this respect is completed, they are 
sent on their journey to tho metropolis where 
they arrive with closed shells and.in a healthy 
condition.

It has been repeatedly pointed out 


that ice is destroying the American 
race. The ice water that is univer- 
sally drank by Americans who be 
lieve themselves to be temperate, 
chills the stomach, renders digestion 
impossible, and makes the consumer 
a hopeless dyspeptic, even if it is not 
responnible—as many persons believe 
it to be—for that almost exclusive 
American malady, Bright's disease 
of the kidneys. 
But there is another 


evil wrought by ice in this country 
of which no notice has yet been tak- 
en. The practice of preserving food 
on ice is badly demoralizing the 
American palate, and rendering ns 
as a nation, incapable of dining like 
civilized beings. 


This is the season of the year 


when strawberries are brought in 
ice to this market. The effect of the 
ice is utterly to destroy the flavor of 
the strawberry, even if it does not 
convern it by freezing and subse- 
quent thawing into sodden, leathery, 
unwholesome garbage. People who 
buy the early strawberries either find 
them detestable and afterwards avoid 
strawberries at all seasons, or they 
actually learn to like the flavorless 
fruit, and thus reduce themselves to 
a point in the scale of culinary bar- 
barism to which even the native In- 
dians have never sunk. In like man- 
ner iet> is destroying all capacity on 
the part of the people to appreciate 
fish. Nearly all the trout and sal- 
mon sold in the market has been 
frozen. 
The flavor of the trout is 


totally annihilated and but little 
flavor of the fresh salmon remains. 
It is probable that few of our citizens 
who consume trout and salmon have 
ever in the course of their whole 
lives discovered how those fish really 
taste \vhen uncontaininated with ice. 
They eat fish because they under- 
stand that on occasions it is the 
proper thing to eat, but they might 
as we!l eat finely comminuted saw- 
dust sprinkled with fishbones. 


Yours ago the author of that clevei 


satire, "My Adventures in Skitz- 
land,'' described the ingenious con- 
struction of the Skitzlanders which 
enabled them to send their stomachs 
to a rastaurant and have them filled 
with food without the trouble of 
eating. 
Dining with us will, in 


time, become as mechanical a pro- 
cess as it was in Skitzland. 
We 


shall fill our stomachs 
with food 


from which the flavor has been driv- 
en by freezing, or with the wretched 
meatu and vegetables that have been 
reduced to uniform tastelessness by 
the "canned 
provision" 
dealers. 


With such food dining will become 
an impossibility, and eating only a 
caricature. It is to hasten this de- 
plorable state of things that we 
bankrupt ourselves to buy ice, and 
to establish the power of those ruth - 
less tyrants, the ice dealers. And 
yet, as a nation, we pride ourselves 
on our intelligence and civilization."

The City and Sidewalks. 


In conversation with one of the veteran 


aldermen this week, a reporter was in- 
formed that the question of what sort of 
sidewalks Decatur would have would 
probably be decided by the new adminis- 
tration at the meeting of the council next 
Monday night or at the regular meeting 
in June, when a new ordinance would be 
adopted. The alderman stated that it 
was admitted that the gravel walks are a 
nuisance and .that the necessity for a new 
deal must be apparent to all property 
owners. He was in favor of building 
brick walks—not too wide and not too 
near fences—in the central part of the 
city, and 30-inch plank walks on the out- 
skirts. In his opinion the city should 
shoulder the responsibility of building the 
walks, the city paying about one-third of 
the actual cost of the work and material 
"The city," he said, "can b^y brick in 
50,000 or 75,000 lots, and thousands of feet 
of necessary lumber at wholesale rates, 
and thus a supply sufficient to meet the 
needs of the town will always be on hand. 
This course I think will meet the appro- 
val of all business men at d property own- 
ers, because in the end it will be cheaper 
than the old way, when the property 
owner paid 55 to CO per cent, of the cost 
of building sidewalks where brick was 
laid." There are a large number of non- 
residents who own property in Decatur 
who have thus far refused to pay for the 
brick for walks, and under the new plan, 
if it is adop'ted, where it is necessary the 
city will build the walks and compel the 
owners of the premises to stand their 
share of the expense.
